To choose all necessary town officers for the 
year ensuing. 


To see what action the town will take upon 
the budget submitted by the Budget Commit- 
tee. 


To see what compensation the town will allow 
its officers and what price will be paid for work 
on the highways, parks, cemeteries and other 
town property for the ensuing year. 


To see if the town will vote to allow a discount 
on all property taxes paid before November 1, 
1957, at the same rate as the town pays for 
money borrowed in anticipation of taxes. 


. To see if the town will authorize the selectmen 


to borrow money in anticipation of taxes during 
the ensuing year. 


To see what action the town will take upon a 
petition, signed by the legal number of voters, 
as follows: “To see if the town will raise and 
appropriate the necessary money to oil the road 
from Lyme Inn to Grant Brook (at the foot of 
Washburn Hill). It has been estimated that $300 
would do the job.” (Not recommended by the 
Budget Committee.)

7. To see if the town will vote to accept the zon- 
ing ordinance recommended by the Planning 
Board. 


8. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum not to exceed twenty-one thousand 
dollars ($21,000) for the purchase of highway 
building, repairing and maintenance equipment 
and to borrow the sum raised by the issuance 
of serial notes to be repaid in annual install- 
ments over a period not exceeding ten years. 
(Recommended by the Budget Committee. ) 


9. To see if the town will vote to convey to the 
School District, after the construction of a pub- 
lic building consisting of classrooms and an 
assembly hall in accordance with the will of 
the late George W. Barnes, such building, to- 
gether with the old hotel lot and any additional 
land acquired from the heirs or assigns of the 
VanEtten Estate, subject to substantially the 
following conditions:

The total circulation of the library is increased by 
473 over that of 1955. 


The figure for Lyme Plain is about 200 below that of 
last year. The decrease is entirely accounted for by a 
decline in the use of magazines, the book circulation re- 
maining constant. The marked increase in circulation at 
the Lyme Center Branch and Chesley was brought about 
by the activities of the extension librarian, Mrs. Katherine 
Bryant who has supplied books in large quantities and in- 
terested a number of adult readers. The Trustees are very 
grateful to Mrs. Bryant and her volunteer assistants for 
their efforts during the past year.

From a generous appropriation of town funds, after 
maintenance and salary costs were met, the Book Com- 
mittee was able during the past year to purchase 205 


29 


books for our permanent collection, 81 more volumes 
were added by friends of the library whose generosity is 
much appreciated, bringing the total of permanent acqui- 
sitions to 286 volumes. 


During the same period, 1441 books were borrowed 
from the Bookmobile for 8 week periods and 383 books 
were borrowed from the State Library for 4 week periods, 
making a total of 1824 additional books available to read- 
ers through the town. It would be impossible to maintain 
our school-related program or to supply adult readers 
with the type and number of books which they now ex- 
pect to find in our library without this outstanding coop- 
eration from the State Library Department. 


In May, 1956, a number of trustees attended the Sec- 
ond Governor’s Conference of Public Library Trustees 
which was held in Concord. The program included a num- 
ber of discussion groups concerned with the duties and 
problems of library trustees. Mrs. Florence Sessler served 
as reporter for the groups which dealt with Trustees Re- 
sponsibility for the Library Staff. This is a problem which 
closely affects Lyme Town Library which has been with- 
out the services of a full time librarian for more than a 
year. 


During the year, collections of books on the American 
Indian and on community and school planning have been 
made available to the public. A group of current adult 
non-fiction titles, loaned by the State Library during July 
and August was especially popular with our summer vis- 
itors. Attractive book exhibits made and arranged by the 
children of Lyme Plain School were on display in the Lib- 
rary during Childrens Book Week. Publishers’ exhibits of 
new childrens books were loaned to Lyme Library, Ches- 
ley and the Lyme Center Branch, where an Open House 
was well attended. 


Some progress has been made in collecting material 
concerning the history of our library. There is certainly 
much more to be uncovered and the Trustees would be 
interested in learning about any factual accounts, docu- 
ments or anecdotes that would contribute to this informal 
record. Any such material may be given to Miss Lucy King 
who has been working with the Trustees on this project. 
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A new screen door was purchased for the Library dur- 
ing the summer. A new thermostat which maintains the 
building at a 40 degree minimum temperature when it is 
not in use, was installed in the heating system. A ‘‘winter 
unit”’ consisting of wooden handrails and step covers, de- 
signed, built and set in place by Mr. Harris A. Pushee, has 
overcome the hazards of icy steps during the winter 
months. The Trustees are grateful to Mr. Pushee for his 
ingenuity. 


At the Lyme Center Branch additional shelf space for 
books has been provided by Miss Gaylord, and volunteers 
among the older school boys have assumed the task of 
clearing a path to the Library door. 


The assistance given to our Library program by the 
State Library has been discussed at some length because 
it seemed important that we should be aware of State 
services, especially when so well performed. However, 
equally deserving of recognition and equally important to 
the Library program is the generous financial support of 
the town and the freely-given volunteer contribution of 
time, gifts and interest by many members of the commun- 
ity.

To the inhabitants of the School District of Lyme 
qualified to vote in district affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Church Hall 
on Tuesday, the twelfth day of March, 1957, at 1:30 
p.m., to act upon the following subjects: 


Article 1. To choose a moderator for the ensuing 
year. 


Article 2. To choose a clerk for the ensuing year. 


Article 3. To choose a member of the School Board 
for the ensuing three years. 


Article 4. To choose a treasurer for the ensuing 
year. 


Article 5. To hear the reports of agents, auditors, 
committees or other officers heretofore chosen, and pass 
any vote relating thereto. 


Article 6. To choose agents, auditors, committees 
in relation to any subject embraced in this Warrant and 
fix their salaries. 


Article 7. To see what sum of money the district 
will raise and appropriate for the support of schools, 
for the salaries of School District officials and agents, 
and for the payment of statutory obligations of said dis- 
trict, and to authorize the application against said appro- 
priation of such sums as are estimated to be received 
from the state equalization fund, together with other in- 
come; the School Board to certify to the selectmen the 
balance between the estimated revenue and the appro- 
priation, which balance is to be raised by taxes by the 
town. | 
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Article 8. To see if the district will vote to raise 
and appropriate, in addition to the original appropriation 
for 1956-57, a sum of $650.00 to be made available to 
the School District prior to July 1, 1957, in order to 
meet obligations due to unanticipated transportation, 
janitorial and fuel costs, and the cost of an assistant 
teacher. 


Article 9. To see if the district will vote to raise 
and appropriate, in addition to the original appropriation 
for 1956-57, a sum of $200.00 to be made available to 
the School District prior to July 1, 1957, in order to meet 
obligations due to unanticipated added costs because of 
the school milk program. 


Article 10. To see if the district will authorize the 
School Board to enter into a contract with Thetford 
Academy, Thetford, Vermont, as necessary for the edu- 
cation of the children of the Lyme School District. 


Article 11. To see if the district will authorize the 
School Board to enter into a contract with the Hanover 
School District, Hanover, New Hampshire, for tuition 
up to $447.00 per pupil for the education of the children 
of-the Lyme School District. (Not recommended by the 
Budget committee.) 


Article 12. To see if the district will vote to author- 
ize the School Board to make application for and to 
accept, on behalf of the district, any or all grants or 
offers for educational purposes which may now or here- 
after be forthcoming from the State of New Hampshire 
and/or the United States. 


Article 13. To see if the School District will vote 
to accept from the town the conveyance, after the com- 
pletion of a public building consisting of classrooms and 
an assembly hall in accordance with the will of the late 
George W. Barnes, of such building, together with the 
old hotel lot and any additional land acquired from the 
Van Etten Estate, subject to substantially the following 
conditions: 


(a) That the property shall be used for school 
purposes;

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LYME ANNUAL REPORT 


To the School Board and Citizens of Lyme: 

I present herein my third annual report as super- 
intendent of schools in Lyme. In preparing the report, 
I have freely used material from Mr. Williams and 
other members of the staff. 


Testing Program 


A program of standard testing was started in the 
Lyme schools during the year. The tests are designed 
to indicate a child’s scholastic aptitude and his achieve- 
ment in the various subjects as compared with national 
standards for his grade level. As would be expected, 
the achievement test results, as compared with national 
standards, indicated both strengths and weaknesses. Not 
too much weight should be put on the results in the first 
year of a testing program. Those results did indicate, 
however, favorable achievement in arithmetic and aver- 
age achievement in science and social studies. The more 
able children scored well in language, but it is clear that 
more intensified work must be done with the slower chil- 
dren. The greatest weakness was in spelling. 


The staff is presently at work on a program de- 
signed to buttress the strengths and improve the weak- 
nesses. 


However, the teachers are working against handi- 
caps. I am confident that one of the most serious is that 
they have to teach more than one grade to a room. This 
is particularly true when the classes are as large as 
those in the first and second grade room and the third 
and fourth grade room at the Plain School. The spread 
of ability and of achievement even in one grade is suffi- 
cient to tax a teacher’s ingenuity and effort in trying to 
help each child. When there are two grades to a room 
as at the Plain, four as at the Center or eight as at Ches- 
ley, the problem is, of course, materially increased. 


Report Cards 


In order to improve reporting to parents on their 
children’s progress, a study is being made of marking 
and of report cards. It is hoped that better cards will 
be ready for use in September. 
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Teachers’ Salaries 


I do not like to be continuously harping on the need 
for increasing teachers’ salaries. Probably some of the 
people get tired of hearing me do so. Yet, the teachers 
are the schools. Their ability and their morale are the 
chief factors in determining the quality of the educa- 
tion that the boys and girls receive. 


Lyme has been fortunate in having teachers who, 
because they live in Lyme, have continued to teach there 
in spite of low salaries. Is this fair to them? Will Lyme 
continue to have such teachers available? Does it want 
to be able to attract and retain well trained teachers? 


I quote below a study of salaries that was recently 
made from state reports. It certainly indicates that Lyme 
should materially increase its salaries, both in fairness 
to its present teachers and in order to be able to attract 
new teachers if necessary.

In addition to the above information, I would point 
out that although the appropriation for schools for the 
past few years has increased, the amount to be raised 
by taxation has decreased. This is due principally to 
increases in state aid received by the Lyme School Dis- 
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trict. The amount raised by taxes for the past three 
years is as follows: 


1954-55 $42,045.64 
1955-56 39,398.38 
1956—57 37,977.47 


In 1956-1957, your state aid was increased by 25.5% 
over the previous year; your estimated expenditures for 
schools were increased 8.6%. In 1955-1956, your state 
aid was increased by 51.7% over the previous year; the 
expenditures by 5.9%. All of the information that we 
now have indicates that the state aid will be at least 
at the current rate for the next payment. 


School Plant 


The major maintenance and improvement jobs done 
on the buildings during the last year were the painting 
of the fire escapes and the seventh and eighth grade 
room at the Plain, and the improvement of the lighting 
in one of the rooms at the Center. All of the classrooms 
have now been recently painted except at Chesley, where 
painting is badly needed. There were other minor repairs. 
Furniture and equipment were improved by replacing 
some student chairs, replacing two decrepit desks for 
teachers, and adding some pupils’ desks and chairs to 
care for overcrowding. A new motion picture screen 
was purchased. This has materially improved the quality 
of the pictures. 


During the coming year, some of the most impor- 
tant work that should be done is as follows: Paint the 
toilets at the Center; paint the inside at Chesley; refur- 
bish the hall walls and ceiling; repair the chimney, 
enlarge the supply room and improve the lighting in the 
primary room at the Center. 


Conclusion 


In concluding, I want to again thank the members 
of the School Board, the members of the school staff 
and the citizens of Lyme for their support and help.
